
after MIS 'demonstration' ^

A thirty-man contingent of tlic Montreal police riot 
squad last night cleared 11 student members of the right- 
wing Mouvement pour I'lnt^ration Scolaire (MIS) from 
an Administration Building annex they had occupied for 
three hours to protest proposed legislation guaranteeing 
Eiiglish-bnguage linguistic rights hi Quebec. 

Prior to the ejection, about fifty others, both stu- 
dent and non-student members of the MIS had stood out- 
side chanthig slogans denouncbig Premier Jean-Jacques 
Bertrand,- the province's Elnglish-language system of 
education, and the Anglophone presence generally in 
Quebec. > 

The group arrived on campus after an MIS meeting 
to protest Bertrand's scheduled introduction ui the le- 
gislature of a bill designed to guarantee the linguistic 
rights of the province's EInglish-speaking mhiority. 

(The MIS was vaulted into prominence when it manag- 
ed to acquhre vothig superiority on the St. Leonard school 
board by means of the local elections and subsequently 
succeed hi having the board discontinue English-language 
education beginning with first-graders.) 

MIS president Raymond Lemieux, who arrived shortly 
after the annex had been occupied, said the action had 
not been an official MIS project but had been undertaken 
by some of the students on a spontaneous basis. 

He said he had no authority to speak for the students 
vrtio had barricaded themselves inside the annex, but hop- 



ed the builduig would be held until Bertrand defmitively 
withdrew his bill. 

(Bertrand had originally hitended to mtroduce his bill 
m the legislature last week, but delayed hitroduction 
after some members of his cabuiet protested the en- 
trenchment of English-language rights. He has said 
the bill would be hitroduced this week at the latest) 

Early this momhig, the Students' Society executive 
(Robert Hajaly, Ian Hyman, and.Fétéi^jF(»ter) released 
a statement on the MIS action, ^f?^^'^ ''^^ 

It reads: "We strdngly deplore the action taken bst 
night by theJMSyn^oompi^glbiiU^ on the McGill 
campus. ItWinielhat'FVench-Ianguage educational fa- 
cilities in Quebec are in drastic need of expansion but 
this does not justify such actions at McGill, most of 
whose students fully apee that additional French-langua- 
ge universities are hnmediately required. This is hi 
fact an official position of the McGill Students' Council. 

"It b. important: to, note lliatjinuch^^tbe}b for 
such faicidènts must fall on tHelirauIdera^r-'U^^ 
government which has ignored the heeds bf the Quebec 
population in its educational policies." 

The police were apparently called to the campus by 
Principal Robertson and Vice-Principal Shaw who were 
hi Dr. Robertson's office at 11 pm last night They 
were unavailable^ however, for absolute conflrmation. .

The teach-in showed few signs of getting off the ground Tuesday 
as most classes dealt with regular course material rather than the is- 
sues which led to the blow-up. 

The Monday night Senate meeting went into a six-hour marathon 
session and,:after hearing two major proposals dealing with admissions 
policy, waffled its way to another meeting tiext week. 

The library at SFU was filled to capacity Tuesday as students, 
behind on their studies because of the two-week action, hit the books 
hard to catch up.. 

Student Ombudsman, Ace Hollibaugh, blamed the teach-in failure 
on a statement last week by Administration President Ken Strand. Sbrand 
said he supported the teach-in idea but stressed that regular classes 
would have to continue. 

Meanwhile, the 114 students arrested In the SFU Administration 
building have been remanded to trial hi January but there has as yet 
. bc«n no adnOnistration push to drop the charges. 

The ^Senate - meeting, attended by over 200 student ^observmyv 
was in' session largely to coiuider 'two proposals for refonri^fiii'aibids-' 
sions policy. 

The paper proposed a Candian equivalent to the College Board Test 
administered by the American Educational Testing Service. It was shot 
down quickly because of general reluctance to substitute one test of 
questionable criteria with another one that would be forced to do the 

'^^^^l^^proposar^^^^^^tion of a provincial academic 
board to regubte course quality and credit transferability. It ran into 
criticism from people who thought it would infringe on the autonomy 
of individual institutions. - 

Proposed motions to call on the provincial government to raise 
its grants to post-secondaiy institutions and to have Senate ask the B.C. 
'Attorney General to drop the charges against the 114, never reached

If you hold to a democratic-libertarian 
morality, you recognize that the P.S.A. is 
not a moral organization. A moral, demo- 
cratic association is one which admits 
members on the premise that the general 
Umits of the association's purpose cannot 
be changed,' that all'decisions submitted to 
a "majority" or its representatives, can be 
concerned only with subjects falling within 
these general Ihnits. The P.S.A. has no 
such limits; it can theoretically dahn the 
Brooklyn bridge or operate concentration 
camps. This is aii oversight on the part of 
the "constitutional designers" who never 
foresaw the possibility of extended power 
struggles over political ends urclcvcnt to 
most students qua students. However such 
an association, one which requhes compul- 
sory membership (all students taking poli- 
tical science courses at McGiil University) 
and has the potential to vastly enlarge its 
own purposes by executive or "majority" 
decision, cannot solicit the sanctions of in- 
dividualistic moraUty. 

When democracy hifringes upon liberty, 
it is democracy that must give way, not 
liberty. When a "majority" of Germans 
supported Hitler, it was liberty that gave 
way and two million Jews were slaughtered 
by the "majority" of German Aryans. Well, 



today's "Hitler Vouth" do not meet in Gcr- 
mamgutsch pubs; they have stormtrooped

where'ihey can wallow iif^lr^ecadence 
while contemplating their miserable degrad- 
ation. These beefsteak Nazis (brown on the 
outside, red on the inside) are trying to im- 
pose theh'ctyptp-fasdst philosophy on the 
vast majority of .unsuspecthig McGiil stu- 
dents. Unlike \ the ; Marxists, ^ they have 
neither thé courage nor the consistency to 
identify with precision theu- ideological 
goals and their desire to use the power 
they seek. This letter is not dhccted to the 
aforementioned anti-Ubertarian butchers, 
but to those, who suffer -from intellectual 
myopia regarding ^ the ideal of democracy.

ing point of pro-capitalism or even of "con- 
servatism". These precisely are 'the rea- 
sons why it was chosen by the "liberals".

HALIFAX, 

Monday, December 2 

For Nova Scotia's 17,000 bbck people, 
Halifax lias at best been a bleak and oppres- 
sive place. For these, my people the dingy 
Brunswick Street court has probably been 
Weaker and certainly more oppressive. A 
black man appeared in tliat court today. An- 
other will appear tomorrow. This is not 
unusual. However, these two men are very 
unusual. Brothers Wadell Smith and Rosie 
Douglas are above many men who have the 
ability to deal with oppression. Rosie Dou- 
glas dealt with oppression yesterday. I saw 
him do it 

Janmied between two members of the

You were asked to move four times by an 
officer of the law and you bluntly refused to 
move each time. 

Rosie: The only charge that you can lay 
against me is a charge for being black. I 
was arrested for being a black man. 

Magistrate: A what?

Rosie: A black man... It is precisely 
because you and your police have refused to 
respect black people that you are making me 
a victim of your white racist laws. 

Magistrate: What nonsense are you talk- 
ing about? This court does not discriminate 
against any person on the basis of race, 
colour, clsos, or creed. You should know 



that. Now, are you guilty or not guilty of the 
charge, Mr. Douglas? 

Rosie: I was arrested because I am black. 
I am positively innocent of any charge of 
loitering. It seems to be a crime in this 
city to be black. 

Magistrate: You will be tried on Thurs- 
day, December 5th at 3 pm. Meanwhile you 
will remain on bail. 

Rosie will appear as scheduled on Thurs- 
day. Wadell SnUth will appear tomorrow. 
The feeling ammg black peo|ile around here 
is that neither will receive justice!^But in a. 
few short days the black people of Halifax; 
have become very justice-minded. They are ' 
watching the proceedinp intensely. The 
trials of Rosie Douglas and Wadell Smith 
are far from over. For the black people of 
this bleak city, the trial of white Canada has 
just begun.

The gallery of the drab Brunswick street courthouse is usually full of people. It 
has its,^tranâ^lSj^^Yawning reporters, bored legal aids, sober-faced rookie cops pretending 
that th^^afejearning'sbmething. It also has its permanent inhabitants. They are the poor 
pc»^le^f^^P|b^ey are old. They are tired. They are many. This morning's crowd was 

The gallery and the press box were overflowed with strange prople. The children 
of the damned. That strange coalition of our ties emerged once more. 

The local hell's angels who addre^Eldridge Cleaver came forty strong to pay their 
respects to the panther. The lef t-wtag caucus of nearby Dalhousie University even appeared 
comfortable alongside a group of somewhat wilted flower-children. 

Mostly, the crowd was black. Black people who young people have been mobilising 
for the last two weeks. They hiad come to see and hear for themselves. They heard much 
and saw a great deal. They heard two local cops say that last .Tuesday they stopped a car 
containing two black men. . v - • 

They also heard that these men. Brother George Sams alias Waddel Smith and a 
local. Brother, were stopped for a routine investiption. The cops then searched the car 
which was driven by George Sams. They found three hunting rifles and some ammunition. 
The possession of the rifles, as it turns out, was perfectly legitimate. 

The local black people then heard that Brother George was arrested and put in a 
cell for driving a car without a license. The car belonged to local militant Rocky Jones. 
Get it? The local brother was set free. The cops say they checked the car again and claim 
to have found exhibit F-li a 38 calibre German-made revolver. , 

Local black lawyer Don Oliver's defence attempt j«« il|iilliant. Oliver argued with 
clear facts and from previous legal decisions. Mai^jt^P^gByed without a doubt the 
Panther leader was innocent. The black people of Halifa^^n^ see and hear. They feel 
they saw and heard injustice. What can we do now they are aslâng? shere's the just society? 
We explata the just society means the just white socjety. They are angry and they are upset, 
so is the Black Panther party.

twelve o'clock the police arrived and cleared spectators 
from the taunediate vicinity of the annex. 

After the arrival of the initial polrce contingent, a 
detachment of thhrty riot police, complete with three-foot 
long. clubs, appeared on the scene and headed for the 
annex: 

Their fkst operation was the removal of spectators 
(MIS members and McGill students) who remataed just 
outside the annex entrance. These were herded down Mc- 
Gill College Avenue and through the Roddick Gates; or 
were kept off campus by a Une of police at the Milton 
Gates.. , , . 

About half an hour later, several police entered the 
annex through the Administration Building and ejected 
the occupying students. No arrests were made. Instead, 
the names of the students were taken by police. The ejec- 
tion was non-j^riolent. 

The theatre of conflict then shifted to University 
Street, where spectators had previously been guided by 
police, and where scuffing between several of the more 
conspicious MIS members and onlooktag students broke 
out. 

Shortly after the skirmishing erupted, a McGill stu- 
dent was unceremoniously dumped into a waittag paddy 
wagon by police. Later another was arrested. The ar- 
rested students are Alex Tyssik and Peter Chumack. 

As residents of the fraternities lintag University 
Street began to come out to view the melee, the police 
themselves became a target for snowballs and insult.

4) Individuals or bodies may appear before the Judicial 
Board through counsel.

3) An annuaifinancialstatement for the past fiscal year 
of the Students' Society (June 1st. to May 31st.) shall 
be published in the McGill Daily before the 15th. of 
November. 

4) The accounts of the Students' Society shall be audited 
annually by accountants chosen by Students' Council. 

ARTICLE XI - ELECTIONS 

1) Officers of the Students' Society: 

a) The President shall be elected annually between the 
22nd. day of February and the 7th. day of March, by a 
ballot of all members of the Society. He shall be no- 
minated by any one hundred members. Such nomina- 
tions shall be presented in v.Titlng to the Secretary- 

- Treasurer at least ten days before the date of election 
and published in the McGill Daily at least one week 
before the date of the election. Should only one person 
be nominated for the post at the date set for the cIosin| 
of nominations, the date for the closing of nominations 
shall be extended forty-eight hours, and notice thereof 
published in the McGill Daily. 

b) The Vice-Presidents shall be elected annually between 
the 22 nd. day of February and the 7 th. day of March, 
by a ballot of all the members of the Society. Each 
shall be nominated by any fifty members. Such no- 
minations shall be presented in writing to the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer at least ten days before the date of the 
election and published in the McGill Dally at least one 
week before the date of the election. 



c) The Speaker shall be elected annually between the 
7th. day of March and the 30th. day of March by Stu- 
dents' Council on the recommendation of the Judicial 
Board. 

d) Terms of Office: 

i) The Presidents and the Vice-Presidents shall take 
office at the beginning of the fiscal year. June 1st. In 
the event of a resignation. Students' Council shall de- 
cide on a date for the election of a successor, the pro- 
cedure of election being similar to that in the case 
of. the regular, election. The successor so elected shall 
hold office until the end of the fiscal year. 

ii) The Speaker shall take office at the beginning of 
the fiscal year, June 1st. In the event of resignation, a 
successor shall be selected within fourteen days, the 
procedure of selection being similar to that in the 
case of the regular selection. Until such time as a 
successor* is selected, the President shall appoint a 
member of the Students' Society to serve as Acting 
Speaker. 

2) Students' Council: 

a) All representatives to Students' Council-from consti- 
tuencies listed under Article VII (2) (f) shall be elect- 
ed by their respective constituencies between Novem- 
ber 20th. and December 10th. of each year. ■ 

b) Nominations shall be signed by 25 students of the con- 
stituency that the nominee is to represent. Nomina- 
tions must be in the hands of the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Students' Society at least ten days before the 
date of the election and published by him in the McGill 
Dally at least one week before the date of the elec- 
tion. Voting shall be by ballot. 

c) The representatives shall serve for the calendar year 
following their election. 

3) All members of Students' Council must be members ol 
the Students' Society at the time of theu: election. All 
school or faculty representatives must be enrolled at 
the time of their election in the school or faculty 
whose students thçy represent. 

4) Elections shall be conducted in accordance with the 
Electoral.By-laws of the Students' Society. A Chief 
Returning Officer shall be appointed by the President, 
subject to the ratification of Students' Council, and his 
decisions concerning interpretation of these By-Laws 
shall be final, except that they shall be subject to ap- 
peal to the Judicial Board. 

5) The Secretary-Treasurer and the Comptroller shall 
be chosen by Students' Council to hold office for the 
fiscal year, the continuation of the agreements de- 
pending on ratification of each successive Council. 
They shall not be members of the Society, and shall 
be paid salaries. 

ARTICLE Xlf ^IMPEACHMENT 

1) An Extraordinary Meeting of the Students' Society, 

for the purpose of bringing Impeachment Proceed- 
ings against an elected officer of the Society, or 
against the Speaker, shall be called by the President 
upon receipt of Articles of Impeachment signed by 
one thousand (1000) members of the Society. Such 
meethig shall be called on seven (7) days notice, re- 
corded with the Articles by the President, in the Mc- 
Gill Daily. The Speaker shall act aschairman, unless 
the Impeachment proceedings are brought against him 
in which case the President shall act as Chairman. 
Five hundred ^500) mmbers of the Students' Society 
shall constitute a quorum. A vote of not less than two- 
thirds shall be required for impeachment. 

2) A meeting of the members of the Students' Society in

Article XIII -

of the Students' Society on three days' notice given 
in the McGUl Daily. IrUtial motions to be presented 
at a Special Meeting shall be recorded by the Presi- 
dent in the McGill Daily, at the same time as such 
notice of the Special Meeting is published. 



4) At each of the above meetings four hundred (400) 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. An Official Meeting is one for which 



there is qiiorum present. 



5) An Official Meeting of the Studènts' Society shall have 
the power to put any question to a referendum and to 
determine the wording of the ballot and the date the 
referendum shall be conducted. The Chief Returning 
Officer of the Students' Society shall hold the refe- 
rendum accordingly. Without prejudice to the fore- 
going, no decision taken at an Official Meeting shall 
supeisede any decision of Students' Council. 

6) An Extraordinary Meeting of the Students' Society, 
solely for the purpose of bring Impeachment Proceed- 
ings against an elected officer of the Students' Society, 
or against the Siwaker, shall be held under the terms 
and in accordance'with the procedures specified in 
Article xnd), above.

ARTICLE XIV - REFERENDUM 

1) Before a referendum can be held, a Meeting of the 
Students' Society must first have been called to con- 
sider the specific question to be covered by the refe- 
rendum. If a quorum is not present as indicated in Ar- 
ticle Xin (4) above, the assembly shall constitute an 
UnofHcial Meeting to discuss the question. 

2) Students' Council may, at its discretion, hold a refe- 

rendum on any or all of the questions which were dis- 
cussed at an Official or Unofficial Meeting of the So- 
ciety. . - 

3) For any referendum to be of effect, at least twenty per 

cent of the members of the Students' Society must 
vote. 

4) A decision taken by such a referendum shall supersede 
any decision of Students' Council. 

5) Referenda shall be conducted by the Chief Returning 
Of ficer of the Students* Society. 

ARTICLE XV - AMENDMENTS 

1) This constitution may be amended only by an affhr- 

mative vote of two-thhrds of a referendum of the 
Students' Society. For purposes of this clause, invalid 
ballots shall not be taken into account. 

2) A proposed amendment shall be put to a referendum 
If and only if a minimum of two hundred (200) votes 
have been so cast at an Official or Unofficial Meeting 
of the Students' Society. 

3) The proposed amendment shall be published in the 
McGiU Dally at least two weeks prior to such a 
meeting. 

4) Sub-amendments shall be published in the McGill 
Dally at least one week prior to such a meeting. A 
sub-amendment shall apply only to the same section 
or sections of the Article affected by the amendment 
' proptml in the preceding week. . . . ; , . 

5) In thë'éveht'ttiat tlié McGill Daily is not being pubiish> 
ed, thé requirements of this ArUcle, as well as those 
of Articles X, XI, XR, XIII, shall be met by publishing 
the relevant statement or statements in Public Ad- 
dress. 

6) Proposed amendments or sub-amendments must be 
submitted in writing to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society, and must be signed by at least ten 
members of the Students' Society. 

7) A proposed amendment shall be put to a referendum 
within two weeks after a minimum of two hundred (20i 
members have so voted at an Official or Unofficial 
Meeting of the Students' Society. 

8) These amendments shall become effective immediate- 
ly. 

ARTICLÊXV1- TRANSITION 

1) Notwithstanding any above provisions to the contrary, 
the transition of the Students' Council to its new com- 
petition as specified under Article VII above shall 
proceed as foUons: v?;,;; :? v- ^ - ' 

a) Membërs'of Students' Couiicil'wlio assumed office 

on July 1, 1968 under the Constitution then In ef- 
fect shall continue in office until the beginning of 
the new fiscal year, June 1, 1969. Students elect- 
ed to the Students' Council under the aforemen- 
tioned Constitution between November 20Ui. and 
December^- lOthi^; 1968, shall assume office on 
January ist^|1969,':and shall serve for one year. 
The members so'ëiected from tiie old constituen- 
cy of the Facul^^'of 'Àrts and Science shall each 
be deemed to represent the new constituency into 
which he or s h^fall8;ie (U>er (i) or (ii) of ArUcle 

vn(2)(n. -«MiP^ - 

b) "Hie Chief Itetuniuig .Officer shall conduct elections 

to fill all vacancies in elective positions on Stu- 
dents' Council that remain under Article VII (2). 
above. The date for such elections shall be deter- 
mined by Students' Council. 

2) This Article shall be deleted from the Constitution on 
January 1st. 1970.
